CHAIRMAN WILSON REPORTS 
ON SHRINE CIRCUS 


ALEPPO Temple and Potentate Arthur 
A. Sondheim have every reason to be 
proud of our fifth annual Shrine Circus at 
the Boston Garden this autumn. Each 
performance, and the total attendance, 
was the largest yet. Best of all, those who 
attended one or more performances were 
enthusiastically of the opinion that the 
entertainment was easily the best we have 
ever presented. Such features as Court’s 
troupe of twelve wild lions and tigers in 
a 60-foot arena (five years with Ringling), 
Miss Victory shot out of a cannon the 
length of the Garden, and comedy acts 
with the quality and appeal of Slivers 
Johnson with his famous yellow flivver 
and trailer, A. A. Robbins as the famous 
“banana man” and the Broadway Bryants 
with their collapsible legs, could not fail to 
provide an outstanding spectacle both for 
children and for children grown up! 

The loyal response of our membership 
ticket sale gave early indications of suc- 
cess for this year’s offering. This was fol- 
lowed by triple the usual number of kid- 
dies forwarding suggestions in our contest 
to name Aleppo’s 1945 gift to the Franklin 
Park Zoo — a baby camel born in March 
of this year, and appropriately named 
“Vee Vee” for our double victory in 
World War II. 

Granted that our annual circus is pro- 
moted primarily to keep Aleppo Temple 
on the map, as well as to assure annual 
happiness for thousands of under-privileged 
children, we also can feel that the effort 
has also resulted in real financial benefit 
for our Temple. Only an organization of 
the size and quality of Aleppo Temple 
could ever afford to undertake the sponsor- 
ship of an entire week’s entertainment at 
the big Boston Garden. This outstanding 

display has reminded the Boston public, 
and especially potential Masons and 
Shriners in Metropolitan Boston, that 
Aleppo Temple is not only the fourth larg- 
est Shrine Temple in North America, but 
actually a real and active factor in our 
community. Each year also, through the 
generosity of our Nobility, and an inter- 
ested public, thousands of donated tickets 
have assured a happy afternoon for chil- 
dren from every institution and home in 
Boston, who would otherwise just hear 
and read about childhood’s paradise — 
THE CIRCUS. Financially, for us, the 
proceeds of our circus during the first four 
years — without one cent of cost, or risk, 
for Aleppo Tempe — have bought no less 
than 232 complete new patrol and hand 
uniforms, and 33 partial outfits, at a cost 
of $11,358, in addition to $21,700 in cash 
paid into the treasury of Aleppo Temple! 
Other features have been the payment 
of the entire proceeds of all program sales 
in 1942 to the Army and Navy Relief 
Societies, and annual donations to both 
the School Committee Hot Food Fund for 


poorer school children and the K. of P. 
free summer camps for children of the poor. 
Each year, service men in uniform have 
been Aleppo’s guests — especially includ- 
ing over 1,000 wounded veterans from 
Cushing General Hospital, Chelsea Naval 
Hospital and others. On October 4, 1945, 
over 60 performers from our circus gave a 
one-hour show at the new Veterans’ Hos- 
pital in Waltham. 

Our annual animal-naming contest for 
the children, with War Bonds and Stamps 
as prizes, together with free tickets, meant 
plenty of happiness and a real thrill for the 
little folks, and has included the presenta- 
tion of two camels, a chimpanzee, and an 
African eland to the Franklin Park Zoo as 
a continuous reminder of the Shrine, and 
Aleppo Temple, to the thousands who visit 
this great outdoor Park every day of the 
year. 

Our fifth annual Circus is now history. 
It has been the biggest and best ever! I feel 
sure that all our Nobility will cooperate in 
making an early closing of our accounts 
possible by immediate returns to the 
Temple of all unsold tickets, as well as a 
final accounting for all tickets sold. , 

The 1945 results have already made the 
effort worth while. YOU have made this 
record success possible. Because no fra- 
ternal organization could possibly under- 
take and carry through to a successful con- 
clusion a project of this magnitude and 
quality without the enthusiastic support 
of an intensely loyal membership.

Fifth Annual Shrine Circus at Boston 
Garden Breaks Attendance Record 


Aleppo Presents Camel to Zoo 
Named ‘‘Vee Vee” by School Children 


TEE fifth annual Aleppo Shrine Circus 
held in the Boston Garden, September 
30 through October 7, was an outstanding 
success this year and nearly doubled the 
attendance over last year. 

The Shriners of Aleppo can be justly 
proud of this undertaking and happy to 
know that they were the sponsors of this 
high class, all professional Circus con- 
ducted by Col. Robert E. Morton and com- 
parable to any of its kind in the world. 
The Chairman of the Circus Committee, 
Past Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, 
Jr., was very happy with the results at- 
tained and elated to know that this fifth 
annual venture recorded a greater at- 
tendance during its eight day stand at 
Boston Garden than that of the recent ten 
day showing of the Ringling Bros., and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus in the same build- 
ing. 

Tn connection with the circus this year 
Aleppo presented to the Franklin Park Zoo 
another camel which was named in a con- 
test participated in by the school children 
of Greater Boston. 

This new six month’s old camel is to be 
the mate of “Jeep” the first camel pre- 
sented to Franklin Park Zoo three ycars 
ago by Aleppo Temple. The winner of the 
contest this year was 9-year-old Edward 
Kelleher, who submitted the winning 
name of “Vee Vee.” This appropriate 
name signifies America’s double victory 
this year and the year in which this camel 
was born. 

Master Kelleher, who lives at 158 
Ashmont Street, Dorchester, received the 
first prize of a $25.00 War Bond for his 
accomplishment. Running only slightly 
behind the winner were 54 other prize 
winners who hopefully submitted camel 
names. Two were tied for second place 
and received $10.00 each in War Savings 
Stamps. They were Roger Lawrence of 
Mattapan and David Warde of Belmont. 
Two other youngsters were also tied for 
third place and received $5.00 each in War 
Savings Stamps. The remaining prize 

winners received $1.00 each in War Sav- 
ings Stamps for their suggested names. 
The 1,800 youngsters who entered the con- 
test all received a pair of tickets to the 
Circus as guests of Aleppo Temple. 

The following editorial commending 
Aleppo Temple on its gift to Boston's Zoo 
appeared in a recent issue of the Boston 
Post. 


“ZOO GIFT” 

“Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine 
performs a splendid service in making 
annual gifts to the Franklin Park Zoo. 
This year a baby camel is to be given to 
the zoo as a companion for “Jeep,” a camel 
presented to the city’s children some time 
ago. The zoo is a big attraction. The 
children, especially, find delight and thrills 
there. The Aleppo Temple deserves credit 
for keeping interest in the zoo alive and 


making visits there more pleasurable.” 

The camel, upon its arrival in Boston 
Friday, September 21, was officially re- 
ceived at City Hall for the city by Mayor 
John E. Kerrigan. Mayor Kerrigan also 
was present at the Tuesday evening per- 
formance of the circus and participated in 
the presentation of prizes to the youngsters. 

“Vee Vee” was exhibited before each 
matinee performance and received a 
tumultuous greeting by the youngsters. 

Curator Dan Harkins of the Franklin 
Park Zoo advises that the new baby camel 
has already attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion by the visitors to the zoo and he hopes 
that many of the members of Aleppo and 
their families will pay a visit to “Jeep” 

and ‘‘Vee Vee.” 

The Shrine Circus again this year in- 
cluded the outstanding circus acts of the 
world, many of which had never appeared 
before in Boston, including ‘‘Miss Victory” 
the only woman in the world to be shot 
from a monster cannon. Last year the 
members of Aleppo Temple acted as host 
to over 18,000 underprivileged and children 
confined to Greater Boston institutions, 
sending these youngsters as their guests. 
Each ticket purchased by a member and 
returned to the committee admitted two 
of these youngsters as a guest of a Shriner. 

This year the Circus Daddy’s Club have 
had the privilege of sponsoring over 26,000 
of these unfortunate youngsters. The 
Circus Committee advise that the number 
of children far exceeded the tickets donated 
by members for this purpose. Therefore, 
the committee would appreciate further 
donations of daddy tickets from those who 
have not yet made their circus returns. 

Another editorial from the Boston Post 
complimenting the Shrine on their circus 
appeared in the September 29 issue of this 
newspaper as follows: 


“SHRINE’S GUESTS” 

“The circus annually sponsored by the 
Aleppo Temple of the Shrine, which opens 
tomorrow afternoon at Boston Garden, 
will be the means of bringing an afternoon 
or evening of high-class entertainment into 
the lives of many hundreds of under- 
privileged and ailing children confined to 
Greater Boston institutions. The work of 
the Shrine in having these children as its 
guests, regardless of race, creed or color, is 
a striking example of community spirit at 
its very best.” 

To further augment the community 
spirit as outlined in the above newspaper 
editorial Col. Robert E. Morton, Director 
of the Hamid-Morton Circus journeyed to 
the Waltham Regional Veterans Hospital 
on an afternoon during circus week and 
gave a complete circus show for the vet- 
erans. The members of the circus who par- 

ticipated and whom the Aleppo Temple 
wishes to thank for the wonderful donation 


of talent included Joe Basile and his 
Madison Square Band, Balzar Sisters, 
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Georgette Bros., Kinko, A. Barellie, Billy 
Rice, Ray Cosmo, A. Florenze, Ed Tor- 
rellie and Winnie Duncan. 

Bob Morton and his show people are 
noted for their charity and humanity and 
leaders among them make a point of visit- 
ing veterans’ and childrens’ hospitals to 
entertain during their sojourn around the 
circuit. 

Once again this year service men from 
Lovell General Hospital at Fort Devens, 
the Cushing General Hospital at Framing- 
ham, the Chelsea Naval Hospital at Chel- 
sea and the Convalesent Hospital at 
Camp Edwards were the guests of Aleppo 
Temple at each one of the 12 performances. 

Shrine Circus Week in Boston is now 
history but judging from the many letters 
of appreciation and personal comments of 
the members the show was the best yet 
produced and the memories will linger long.

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RAY KIERMAN SPEAKS TO 400 | 
AT SHRINE LUNCHEON 


VER 400 members of Aleppo and 

their guests attended the September 
Shrine Luncheon in the Copley Plaza 
Hotel, Boston, and listened attentively to 
an address by Mr. Ray Kierman, News 
and City Editor of the Boston Traveler. 

Brother Kierman, who is a member of 
Theodore Roosevelt Lodge of Quincy and 
one of the most outstanding newspaper 
men in this part of the country, spoke on 
the subject “Post-War Opinions.” Mr. 
Kierman foresaw the possibility of an 
armed clash in the future between Great 
Britain and Russia, possibly involving the 
United States and urged that this country 
use its enormous economic, military and 
diplomatic power to prevent any such 
conflict.

It was Brother Kierman’s second ap- 
pearance before Aleppo Temple’s Lunch- 
eon Club this year, he having spoken on 
January 18 last.

At this second luncheon of the season the 
Guest Speaker will be Felix W. Knauth, 
Chief, Advisement and Guidance, Sub-

Mr. Knauth, who will speak on the in- 
teresting and instructive subject: “Func- 
tions of Veterans Administration in 
Massachusetts,” is a graduate of Harvard 
University and served in the 101st Field 
Artillery of the 26th Division in 1917-19. 

e was wounded at Belleau Wood and re- 
ceived the Purple Heart and Silver Star 
with Oak Leaf. 

Mr. Knauth served for 15 years as & 
department store executive, 2 years in the 
National Refugee Service and 3 years in 
Army Ordnance.
